'N THE WEIRD CANDLE LIGUT. 

The nurse touched the shoulderof Dr, Pouglas 
es he ley asleep on the couch in the same room, 
Hesrose ‘fully dressed, ashe was all night, and 
seated bimsel! beside the patient. Food was given 
from acup, and his mouth and throat cleared by 
the doctor. It was near 4 o’clock when the physi 
cien Jeid eside his ajpliances. General Grant 
jegned io: ward in bis chair and signified that the 
Ismpsshculé be brought. The nurse broughta 
ep and held it atthe sick man’s shoulder, 
gud at the moment the general turned his 
face toward the light and upward to bid the nurse 
pring his pad and pencil. His wish was not at the 
moment urderstood, and turninga trifle further 
ihe general repeated his wish. The scene at the 
moment vasa picture inshadows. As the flicker- 
jng candle rays feil across the face of the general 
it became a grim Rembrandt with the strong, 
rugged lires broken down by suffering and pain, 
On his head was the skull cap that at all 
times lencs a startling effect on the sick man’s 
eppearence, 6nd from beneath it straggled the hair 
that clung in sweat moistered locks about the 
emaciated neck. A crimson scarf had been thrown 
ou tke back of his chair, but as he leaned forward 
it drew across his shoulders, one end being gath- 
red under hisarms, A dark dressing gown cov- 
ered the patient’s form, and a handkerchief encir- 
cled bis neck. 

The genere!l’s face, as he spoke,appeared strained 
and drawn, but its color and fullness were rot 
such as would be expected after such suff€ring and 
rare. Thelits moved heavily and the whisper 
was busky and low, but the nurse undersiood,and 
the pad end pencil were brought. Then, while 
the red licht of the candle fell on his downcast 
face, be; wrote, but only briefly. The 
slip was handed to Dr. Douglas 
who at once turned it over to Colonel Grant, who 

had arisen and stood beside his father’s side. It 
was aprivate family communication,and when fin- 
ished the sick man resumed his half-reciining 
position, with his head slightly inclined forward 
and bis elbows on the sides of the chair, while the 
fingers of either hand were interlocked, each with 
ihe other beneath his chin.

The 
family, beginning at six o’clock,came to the hotel 
to dinner in twos, the others remaining at the 
cottage. The family dined ina private room set 
ayart for their use atthe hotel,in order that 
at this critical time that they might be secluded 
from the curious. The closed and silenced cottage 
had all dey suggested the enactment of the last 
écene of General Grant’s earthly existence. 

While the pbysicians were at dinner Harrison 

ame to the hotel and called Pr. Douglas, who 
went at once and alone to the cottage. Soon 
alterward snother messenger summoned Drs. 
Ehredy end Sands, and they repaired to 
the cottage, closely followed by Rev. Dr. 
Newmar, The exit of the doctors and the clergy- 
man from the hotel were, however, so q uietly ef- 
fected thatfew knew that they had been sum- 
moned to the cottage. Arrived there they found 
General Grant egain evidently sinking. The gen- 
eral seemed restless. 

“Would you like to lie down, father?” asked 
Colonel Fred Grant, who noticed his father’s rest- 
lessness, 

The general nodded, and at the same moment 
essayed. to rise umassisted, but the effort 
was too great and he sank back into the chair, 
aud the colonel and the nurse aided him to arise 
ard then supported him to the bed, where he was 
carefully jowered to a reclining position, partly on 
h‘s face. Dr, Douglas then rolied the chair back 
and one of the physicians has since remarked that 
the general bas now left his chair for the last time, 
The belief is that General Grant has at length lain 
down to die. 

AROUND THE DYING MAN, 

The family were all gathered beside 
map, andegain Rey. Dr. Newman, at about the 
same hour as last night, and at Mrs. 
Grents request, knelt beside the general 
end prayed. Heads were bowed and tears were 
on the cheeks of men as well as women. As the 
fun went down a cool breeze, as last night, sprang 
up, and the laymen thought the cool 
night would help General Grant to 
rally. The cGoctors, however, were prepared 
to aitend the general’s death bed at a moment’s 
notice. The doctors stood somewhat apart, and 
the family was near its fast sinking head, and 
then, after an hour, death seemed little less rap- 
idly gaining on the man it has pursued just nine 
months today,for it is just nine months ago today 
that General Grant walked into Dr. Douglas’s 
office to seek his professional aid for the cancer 
that has done’ what war could not. 
Then the dcctors and the clergyman strolled 
outupon the piazza, and sat near the parlor win- 
dow, aud Jesse Grant joined them at times, but 
the other members of the family remained in the 
sick room and watched and waited, while the 
geperal answered ‘‘yes’’ and ‘“‘no’’ to several ques 
tions. Time passed slowly, injeed, andat length, 
£~ 825 o’cloos, Dr, Douglas left the cottage. 

‘‘How is it, doctor,’’ was asked him. 

‘He is dying,’’ said the gray-haired phyaician. 

“Will he jive an hour’’’ was asked again. 

“Oh, yes, and possibly mere; but he is passing 
awaey,’’ was the response, and after a little time at 
the hotel Dr. Douglas returned to the cottage.

THE UNEVEN TARIFF 


SECRETARY MANNING RENEWS 
THE AGITATION, 


He Iesues a Circular, Calling Upon Merchants for 
Their Views Upon the Incongruities of the 
Present Laws—The President at Work- 
Whatis Doing in Washington. 


WASHINGTON, July 22.—Secretary Manning 
has addressed the following letter to the im- 
porters, asking their views as to the possibility 
of simplifying the tariff: 

“Invettigation of the methods of the entry and 
eppraisement of imported merchandise have 
shown that the tariff laws are largely evaded by 
under valuation wherever the duties are levied ad 
valorem. The remedy suggested ior this 
evil is the adoption of specific duties. 
With a view of obtaining information on this 
subject, which may be useful to congress in fiscal 
legisiation, and terveas an aid in the im prove- 
ment of the customs revenue system, it is deemed 
proper to ssk the afivice of the merchants whose 
business may be 6 flected by tarilf legislation, and 
whose just interests as well as _ that 
of the goverpment, are dependent upopr 
sn honest and efficient administration of the 
tariff laws. You are, therefore, requested to give 
your views, asto the possibility of simplifying 
the tariffand makirg the duties specific upon 
imported merchandise, with which you are fa- 
miliar, tow subject toad valorem rates, or to 
which the ad va orem principle is 
applicd, together with such suggestions as 
you may be pleased two make towards 
the removal of _ ineongruities, so that 
theadministration of the revenue lawa may be 
re ndered more effective and uniform. It is sug- 
getted that your reply may be accompanied fby a 
schedule snowing tbe rates of specific duty 
which, in your opinion, should be levied upon 
the various kinds and qualities of merchandise 
found in tuch schedule, and also the specific 
rates which. eccerding to your best information, 
would be equivalent to the present advalorem 
rates, Information is also desired as to what ex- 
tent and with respect to what classes ol merchan- 
dise, your firm has soffered injury on account of 
evasions of tariff, and how, in your judgment, 
such evasions may be prevented, whether by 
specific duties or otherwise. Your reply will be 
treated as coniidental, if so desired,

The president is daily importuned to arpoint 
from civil life to lieutepancies in the army. 
Many of these applications are most meritori- 
ous, but the president has determined that at 
present he is not justified in making such ap- 
pointments. The claes of cadets that will 
graduate from West Point militery academy 
next yeer will probably be an unusually large 
one, andthe president thinks the vacancies 
in lieutanancies shou!d be reserved for these. 

Mr. Moffett,who was today appointed United 
States coneul to Athens, is an Episcopalian 
minister, who was recently appointed consul 
to Beirut, Turkey, but the appointment was 
withdrawn at the request of the Tarkish min- 
ister, who taid a consul who is a minister was 
not wanted. 

Postmaster-General Vilas today said that 
he had no intention of reconsidering his decis- 
ion egainst distributing $400,000 appropriated 
by copgress for the transportatien of mails in 
American steamships. In regard to the 
threatened termimation of the Australian 
gervice by the Pacific Mail steamship com- 
pany, at the expiration of the contract term, 
October next, he said that while he was dis- 
posed to javor American steamship lines 
where he could consistently, the department 
would have no difficulty in  forward- 
ing Australian mails on schedules 
a8 fast as that how in use 
and, moreover, the service would be more ftre- 
quent and cheaper. At present the Australiaz 
mails leave San l’rancisco once a month, and 
letters written just after the departure of the 
steerer lie in the postofiice nearly a month. 
By the Suez service,these letters could be sent 
at short intervals, and would reach their des- 
tinatien in less time than at present. 

THE INDIAN TROUBLES. 

After a cabinet consultation, and in accor:(- 
ance with the advice of General Sheridan, the 
secretary of the interior has decided to turn 
overto the war department the complete 
coutrel of the Cheyenne and Arapahoe reser- 
vation, inthe Indian territory. A telegram 
received at the interior department today 
from Inspector Armstroug announves that 
the count of the Indians of the Cheyenne 
and Arapahoe reservations is progressing qui- 
etly, and no further trouble is apprehended. 
After mature consideration, the president and 
cebinet have reached the conclusion that the 
leases of jands in the Indian territory held by 
the cattlemen are invalid, and it has been de- 
termired to take steps to have them 
get aside. General Sheridan has 
reported that no permanent settiement 
of the Indian troubles in the territory can be 
effected while the cattle men are in possession 
of the best lands, and it is the intention olf 
the president to remove the disturbing el 
meut, and reserve the territory for the excl 
sive occupation of the Indian 
The method of proceeding has 
yet been determined. The president al 
proclamation may iesue, but it is regarded by 
well informed persons a8 more provadie that 
actions will be begun in the (nited States 
ccurte of the western division of hansas, Dav- 
ing jurisdiction over territory looking to the 
declaration of the invalidity of the leases, 

THE DISPUTED CATTLE TRAIL. 

The war department officials are of the 
opinion that the trouble arising from the pas- 
sage of cattle from Texes through Indian ter- 
ritory is net settled, notwithstanding the re- 
cent orders trom the war and interior depart- 
ments. When the herds reach tne borders of 
Kansas and Colorado, renewed trouble is ap- 
prehended, because of the prospective oppos! 
tion of the cattle men,who may fear that Texas 
cattle are diseased. F 

News from Topeka, Kansas, says thai Gov- 
ernor Martin has issued a proclamation for 
the prevention of the importation of infected 
cattle into the state, The governor reports 
that large herds of Texas cattle from tha 
portion of Texas lying south of the 34th 
perallel, north latitude, are moving north- 
west through the Indian country, and Chero- 
kee neutral strip. He next refers to the pro- 
vision of the session lawe of 1885, which for- 
bid the driving of such cattle througa 
the state between March and December, in 
consequence whereof, the governor directs all 
sherifs and deputies to promptly take charge 
of end restrain any cattle sought-to be driven 
across apy county in violation of saicl act, and 
report the fame to the live stock sanitary 
committee. The governor #130 directs -he 
sanitary commiesion to adopt effective regu'a- 
tions for the esforcement of the act.

CHICAGO’S DISBASED MEAT. 


The Nefarions Business Varried on by Iiti- 
nois Stock Men. 


CuiCaco, July 22.—One of the morning 
newspe 


é ts here, following up the question of 
diseased meat, sent early yesterday morning a 
reporter to the stock yards in order to be on 
band when the first batch of diseased cattle 
arrived. Two meat inspectors were conspicu- 
ous by their absence, though it is said that no 
infeeted cattle can escape their vigilance, The 
most favorable opportunities to run infected 
cattle into the city were had yesterday morn- 
ing. Farmers and raisers of stock, when they 
find ® diseased animal in their herds, do not 
diepatch it forthwith, but ship it to this city. 
Fome drovers do kill such cattle in order 
to prevent the disease from spreading 
to the rest of the herd, but small- 
beasted breeders do not. They do not want 
to lose money, no matter who suffers, and it 
is pretty generally known throughout the 
west that the Chicago stock yards is a ready 
maerketfor any kind of live stock. As long 
as they can dispose of an infected steer for 
ten do lars, 80 long will bad cattle arrive in 
Chicago. Over the Burlington road the usual 
number of diseased cattle arriv- 
ed yesterday. hey were driven 
into pens, subsequently sold, and then slaugh- 
tered for Chicagoconsumption. The first train 
was @ 1l0ng one and in twenty cars it is safe to 
say there were twenty cattle which should 
bave been killed and allowed to rot on the 
pra rie, or go into the rendering tank. The 
reporter describes the sale of a number of 
these diseased cattle, and he followed their 
carcasses to the stalls where they were placed 
ou sale, :

THE GAMBLERS CLOSE. 


Chicago fuffering from a Spasmodic Attack 
of Moral Reform, 

CHicaGo, July 22.—There was practically 
no gambling in Chicago at a little after mid- 
bightlast night. The chief of police had 
ordered all houses closed, and there is no doubt 
that there came nearer being no gambling at 
the ime mentioned than at any former period 
for & Year. Well known gamblers 
raid Superintendent Doyle sent 
for one of the proprietors 
of each of the gaming houses in the city to 
meet him durisg the evening. He told them 
that they must close their houses that night, 
snd keep them closed. He had no wish to de- 
stroy their furniture, but the places that 
failed to comply promptly and fully with his 
coremend, would be raided and despoiled of 
every ves\ige of property it contained. The 
gembiers, returning to their places, gave 
orcers to close the rooms, and telling their 
cmployes what had transpired, paid them 
the:r salaries and discharged them. This is 
ibe first time that the proprietors of the 
gambling houses in Chicago ever discharged 
their help.

The bill provides for an election to be held to 
decide upon the sale of spirituous liquors in 
that county; the license if allowed by a ma. 
jority of the votes of the people to be $10,000. 
The bill was tosmend an act relative to the

Mr. Cabaniss said that he was opposed to 
the bill upon constitutional grounds. The cit 
of Millen Jays partially in Burke and 
pertially in Screyen.

Several 
ti'ls were read for the second time. 

Upen motion of Mr, Jordan bills on their 

third reading were taken up. 
_ the billot Mr. Jordan’s prohibiting a pres- 
ident or director of a railroad trom purchasing 
or tpeculating inthe capital stock of the cor- 
poration after heis elected to the manage- 
ment, was read. 

Mr. Jordan addressed the senate upon the 
meritsofthe measure. He said the directors 
of the reilrozd were the trustees of the stock- 
holders, and as much should be prohibited 
frcm using their positions to advance tneir 
cwh interesis at the expense ofthe stockhol- 
cers. The failure by a board of directors to 
declare a dividend would depress stock, and 
inthetwsy gives the management inside in- 
formation, which the stockholders are depriv- 
ed of. 

Tne bill did not prohibit any one from being 
elected tothe manegemont ofa railroad who 
owned any portion ofthe capital stock at the 
time of his “candidacy, but prevented the 
directors from purchasing or speculating in 
stock atter they become a portion of the man- 
egement. 

Mr. Falligant opposed the bill. He did not 


prohibited from purchasing stock. He bettew 
ed that the stockholders were willing that they 
phould hold large quantities of 
stock, £8 by this it was more 
certain that they would take greater interest 
inthe welfare of the property than they 
would if interested in a small way. He did 
not think that the directors should be re- 
stricted. There was no more reason why 
rsilroad directors shotild be prohibited from 
purchasing stock of the corporation with 
which they were connected than the direc- 
tors of any other corporation or conspiracy. 

Mr. Tigner opposed the bill upon the same 
grounds that were given by bir. Falligant. 
Mr. Cabaniss did not favor the bill. He did 
not believe it to be right to make it a penal 
offense for a director to purchase the stock of 
the company with which hs was connected. 
He thought that a director if he wanted to 
act dishonestly could resign and 
purchase the stock, or employ a broker to 
purchase it for him. Hethought it wrong in 
principle, inexpedient, and should not be 
carried out. Mr. Thornton thoughtthat the 
bill wesa good one. It prevented railroads 
from being wrecked by directors. He did not 
know 1t had ever been done in Georgia, but it 
had been done in other states by such men as 
Gould -and Vanderbilt, and he thought that 
some measure should be passed to prevent 
such a thing from being done in this state.

WHAT WE SHOULD DO. 

We cennot get rich by making pig iron and 
selling it at a narrow profit to northern con- 
sumers. It doesnot pay to ship the raw ma- 
terial to the nortb, and buy from that quar- 
ter the finished article. That process is very 
much like burning the candle at both ends. 
The suuthern furnaces are not making today, 
and are not likely to meke, more pig iron 
than the south needs, if we could turn it jnto 
merchantable shape—into stoves, and nails, 
aud pipe, and railroad bars, and merchant 
iron, and the thousand and one other forms 
that iron is converted into. We cannot do 
this in a day. Much capital, much ekill and 
much scientific knowledge are involved, but 
we should recognize and appreciate the situa- 
tion and begin to work towards the desired 
result, Weshould patronize and encourage 
in every other possible way every little iron 
working shop tbat is started. We should in- 
duce others to start factories, even if the be- 
ginning must be humble. We should puta 
portion of our own capital in such enter- 
prises. 

Atlanta is peculiarly well located for this 
branch of the work. Shecan get iron from 
both the Tennessee and Birmingham dis- 
tricts, and her facilities for distribution are 
unequaled in the south. But we want suca 
mills in all the southern towns. Let us 
make at every center first the castings we 
need, and then one article after another until 
our dependence upon Pennsylvania is 
wholly dissolved. We have a right to dream 
of the time when the south shall! be the chief 
iron district of the country, both in the re- 
spect of production and in varied manufac- 
tures from the raw material, but we have no 
moral right to indu!ge in such dreams of 
southern development unless we co ali we 
ressonably can to promote if. 

We must do this to get any considerable 
benefit from our wonderful! beds of iron ore 
and coal; for between natural gas at litts- 
burg and a general conspiracy among the iron 
men of the north, we have little chance oth- 
erwise. The cost of transporting pig iron by 
rail over long distances will neyer admit of 
the profits or the large employment that the 
south needs and must have to complete the 


development of her resources. 
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RUSSIA AND ENGLAND. 

Before the fall ofthe liberal government 
the marquis of Salisbury did not hesitate to 
assert that be bad no faith in the promises 
of the Russian government. He denounced 
all concessions to that government, such as 
the cession of Penjdeh; and the belief was 
that if be came to power he would not hesi- 
taste to recover the ground lost, thereby 
bringing on a war that he regarded as inevit- 
able anyway. But Lord Salisbury in power 
is proving avery diiferent man from Lord 
Salisbury, the opposition leader in the house 
oflords. He says now the pledges of his pre- 
decessors must be observed, and where there 
ere no pledges bia voice is no longer in favor 
of war. He has become all at once a man of 
peace and of caution. He even goes so far as 
to express the opinion that “‘the negotiations 
between Russia and England have been con- 
ducted with an earnest desire to arrive at an 
adequate settlement.’’ 

There are reports from time to time of a 
hitch in the negotiations between [ussia and 
Enrgiand, but the best information is that 
they sre prcgressing satisfactorily. I[t is 
known tbat before the resignation of the 
Gladstone ministry Rossia had actually 
agreed to let the ameer retain both Zultikar 
and Maruchak, the frontier line to be drawn 
just to the north of the two piaces. It is also 
known that nothing remained of the bound- 
ary question except the settlement by com 
missioners on the spot of the linefrom Zal- 
fikarto Khojah Saleh through Maruchak 
Russia agreed to give up Zulfikar pass when 
the ameer abandoned hisclaim to Penjdeh. 
Since the accession of the Salisbury govern: 
ment Russia hss not denied the settlement 
of the boundary question as we have outlined 
it, and the conservative government} has 
sgreed to stand by the proposals of the Glad- 
stove government. Neither has repudiated 
the boundary settlement, and neither will. 
The change of,ministry in England has not, 
in other words, changed the aspect of affairs 
in the least. Lord Salisbury’s prudence is a 
surprise to many, but to those who under- 
stand the heavy responsibility he has as- 
sumed without a majority behind him, his 
change of method and expression is not sur- 
prising. 

if trouble between the two governments 
srises at all it will be over matters outside 
of the boundary question. Lord Salisbury 
mey seek to obtain from Russia very definite 
pledges against any further advances towards 
Herat or Cabu), and he may, too, push the 
proposed arbitration of the Penjdeh inci- 
dent alittle harder than Russia will like.

History ofthe Tomato. 


Subscriber, Maryville, Tenn,: Please give mea 
brief history of the tomato. 


The following sketch of the tomato byan ua 
known writer will doubtless give our correspoa- 
dent all the information he desires: 


The tomato is of South American origin, and 
was introduced into Europe by the Spaniards in 
the sixteenth century, who discovered its valua- 
ble qualities as an esculent. From Spain its 
cultivation extended to Italy and the south 
of France, apd finally to this country 
where it first began to be used aya vegetable in 
the latter part of the last century. The tomato 
is mentioned by a writer on plants in England as 
early 281597, Parkinson calls them ‘‘love apples’’ 
i 1656 and says ‘‘they are regarded as curiosi- 
ties.”’ Dodoens, a Dutcs herbailist, writes in 1583 
of their use as a vegetable, ‘‘to be eaten with 

epper, salt and oil.” They were eaten 
yy the Malaysin 1755, Arthur Young, the English 
asTiculturaiist, saw tomatoes in the market at 
Montpelier, in France, in 1793. The tomato was 
probably brought from San Domingo by the French 
refugees, who also introduced iato this couatry 
the egg plant, the Okra and the sma!) Chili pep- 
per. 

Dr. James Tilton, of Delaware, stated that when 
he returned from study in e+ about 1802, he 
found the tomato growingin the gardeus of the 
Duponts, Goresches, and other French emigrants 
from San Domingo, and remarked to his family 
that it was a vegetable highly esteemed 
and generally eaten France, Spain, and 
ltaly, and especially valuable as a correc: 
tive of bile in the system. Dr. Tilton emi 
grated to Madison, Indiana, in 1820, and raised 
the tomato in bis garden there. It was then ua- 
known in Loulsville or the adjacent parts of Ken- 
tuecky. It was also known that the tomato was 
planted early in the present century on the east- 
ern shore Of Maryland, that land of terrapins, 
soft crabs, Oysters. canyas back ducks, and other 
epicurean delicacies. 

Many years elapsed, however, before the tomato 
became afavorite esculent in that region. In 1811 
the Spanish minister saw the tomato growing in 
tbe garden of Mrs. Philip Barton Key, whose hus- 
band wrote the “Star Spangled Banner,”’ and he 
recommended it as having been used in Spain for 
many years. In 1814 a gentieman dining 
with a friend at Harper’s Fe 
and seeing tomatoes on the table, remarked: af 
see you eat tomatoes here; the district ple are 
afraid of them ’’ Tomatoes were brought to Mas- 
sachusetts by Dr. William Goodwin, ason of Wil- 
liam Goodwin, cashier of the bank of Plymouth, 
Mats. Dr. Goodwin spent many years of bis early 
life in Spain, at Cadiz, Alicante, and Vaven- 
cia, and was American vice consal 
at Tarragona during its terribie siege by 
the French troopsin the Peninsula war. Hecame 
h<cme to Piymouth in 1817, and died in Havanaia 
1825. He belonged toa family of epicures on his 
latber’s side, and his mother, a daughter of Cap- 
tain Simeon Sampson, of the armed ship Mercury, 
on which Henry Laurens sailed for Holland ia 
17&, was renowned for the excellence of her 
culsive. He plantd the seed of the tomato 
in the bank garden in Piymouth, 
when the piant was disseminated throughout 
the town. end to Clerk’s Island, in Plymonth 
barbor. In Mr. Goodwin's family and that of “fr. 
Watson, on the island, it was used as a vege.able 
as early as 18253. 

Tomatoes were sold at the markets in New 
York city in 1820. They were only eaten, how- 
ever, te a limited extent, being generally used for 
the manulaciure of catsup,

THE MaYOR’s VETO, 


Mayor Hillyer’s Veto of the Batler Streg¢ 
Sewer Resolution, 


Mayor's OFFICE, ATLANTA, Ga, July 10, 1995 
To the General Council.—I herewith return to 
your honorable body a resolution, directing the 
erection of a double-barrel two ring sewer, five 
feet diameter, between Wheat and Houston street, 
witbout my approval. 

1 regret the necessity of this action, because j¢ 
may be truly said in general terms that al! Sewer 
work is important, and this work doubtless m 
than usually urgent; but the reasons im 
me to withbold approval of the constructiog 
this sewer at the present time, I here reg 
submit to your honorable body. 

The sewer apportionment for the present year ig 
$15,000, You have already expended $9,485 of 
that amount, leaving $5,315 of sewer fund unex. 
pended. The estimate made by the former 
engineer uncer which the general council at the 
first meeting in June ordered this work done 
amounted to $3,456. So that deducting this 
emount from the unexpended apportionment 
will leave only $959 of the sewer fund unex. 
pended, and available for sewer work of all ki 
including repairs for omen six months of the 
year. There are several localities, notahj 
open drain which flows off down the ravine} 
ing from the gas works, where the evil from nox. 
ious smells is far greater than it is between Wheat 
and Houston streets. 

The work is much lighter, and can be much 
more cheaply done than that now proposed, but 
could not be done this year if the present enter. 
prise is allowed to absorb nearly all the remaining 
sewer fund. 

A break in some Of our sewers would result ip 
very great detriment to the public, and might ip. 
volve the city in thousands of dollars of dam 
unless we retain under our controi available 
means to make repairs. 

It is too a for argument that $95) is 
enough to hold in hand for the balance of the 
year’s sewer work. 

ihe aldermanic board, when concarring 
in the proposed work, imposed 4 
condition. that before entering upon 
the same the newly elected city engineer should 
neon a careful estimate before enteriag upon the 
work. 

I bave before me Mr. Clayton’s report, in whieh 
he estimates the cost at $3,848 24. Lam of tae 
opinion that your body would not sauction the 
work at eny greater figure than that you believed 
it would cost when you voted upon it.

Itisin harmony with this idea that in maki 
your sewer apportionment for the year you estl- 
mated $15,00€ of sewer work to be paid for by the 
city, and an equal amount to be paid for by pri- 
vate parties. In the present instance [| cannot 
escape the conviction that a large tract of now 
almest useless meadow or swamp land wil! by this 
sewer be rendered suitable for building, an 
become rent-paying and productive property, 
and indeed it 1 expected that thirty or forty 
houses will be erected toere in 
the near future. True, this property will pay 
taxes, and itis also true that the sewer will tw 
some extent improve the atmosphere of the neigh- 
borhood. These are benefits which the puolic will 
get and for which the public ought to pay, and 
ought to pay what they are worth, but not more 
then they are worth. It is, in my jadgment, 
also true that the rivate parties 
ought to pay something for the 
unquestionable benefit they will receive. The 
city should be liberal, and not exacting in sucaéa 
matter. 

But the benefits and expenses ought to be ap- 
portioned in such manner as fairness aud duty re- 
quires. 

At all events this is a question which, as far asl 
remember, was not debated in your tvody when 
the matter was before you, and it is fitting that it 
be held within your reech, so that if you thi 
proper to consider this work hereafter, attention 
may be directed to tne question of whether the 

roperty holders ought wo share in bearing the

It is a question, too, whether it is not the proper 
policy of the city to adhere rigidly to the rule 
that first class sewer work, such as ought to 
constructed in the locality in question, ought not 
to be built continuously from the center of the 
city outwards. The first class new sewer just 
built along Butler and Gilmer streets, term 
just beyond Gilmer street. 

There is already existing a gap of several hua 
dred feet, between this sewer and the one that was 
constructed last year south of Wheat street. Ought 
not this gap to be filled, before you do avy more 
sewer work of the kind in question beyoud Wheat 
street?

The run from East Buffalo to Newark, 93.4 
miles, was made in 97 mtnutes There are two 
tioppages to be ceducted fremjthis— one of seven 
minutes at Genesee Junctiou for water aud oifug 
engine, and a full stop at Red Creek forthe New 
York, hake Erieand Western grade crossing, for 
which we deduct two minutes—making actual 
runpirg time 88 minutes.

The conditions are not so favorable for fast run: 
ping east of Newark es west; but the distance 
from Newark to Frankfort was covered in 134 
minutes: distance 108.3 miles. There were six

OF THE FIRST AND FORTY-SECOND 
GEORGIA, 


Reunions of the Two Regimente Yesterday-The First 
Meets at Pcnes de Leon and the Porty-S8econd 
~ at Decatur—B8perches and Incidents—Aa 
food Time Generally, Bte,. Bite. 


The reunion of the First Georgia regiment 
at Ponce de Leon yesterday was not as largely 
attended a8 some of the previous gatherings of 
the survivors of this famous regiment, but it 
was an occasion which will never be forgotten 
by those who participated in it. It refreshed 
the memories which grow more precious, 
a8 the circle of those 
cherieh them is made 
by the relentless hand of Time. 

The veterans met at the Kimball house at 
9 o'clock yesterday morning, where they were 
met by the Gate City Guard, under command 
of Licutenant Camp. They were proud to see 
the name and organization of one of thecrack 
compenies of their old regiment so well 
preserved. The young soldiers greeted 
the old soldiers heartily and a sense of com- 
radeship was at once established. 

At half past nine the procession was formed. 
The survivors headed by Captain E. P. How. 
ell‘ president of their association, and escorted 
by the Gate City Guard, marched to the 
armory of that company, on Peachtree street, 
iter parading several ot the principal streets 
headed by Huff’s brass band.

It carried one hundred 
and forty men into the service, and when their 
year's enlistment was out, over a hundred re- 
mained who were more in the notion of f hting 
than they were when they started. Part of 
them went with Captain Evan P. Howell into 
the artillery service and formed the greater 
portion of Howell’s battery. Captain Rudisill 
took others of this company and formed Com- 
peny B of the Twellth Georgia battalion. 
Captain J. J. Newsome formed Company E ot 
the seme battalion out of others, and Captain 
Taliaferro made Company E of the Thirty- 
Second Georgia, with ‘others still. Of 
course @]] these companies were recruited, 
but the Washington Rifles furnished the nu- 
cleus for the orgenization of each. The his- 
tory of this company is full of romance. It is 
the fifth oldest military organization in the 
state, dating back to 1832. {in 1835, and for 
two or three years thereafter, the company 
fought in the Indian wars in 
Florida, and was then under the 
command of the same man, Captain Jones, 
who took it into the contederate service. Over 
fifty men who went out in this company rose 
to the rank of commissioned officers. It had 
the largest representation at the reunion yes- 
terday and evidently ite veterans keep alive 
the spirit which has made the company 
famous for half a century.

THE REUNION OF THE 42D. 


The Battle-Worn Veterans Have a Grand 
Time at Decatur—The Speeches, 


Twenty-one years ago yesterday the 
Forty-second Georgia was engaged in one of 
the blocdiest battles on record. 
That battle was fought just east of Oakland 
cemetery, and of it historians have written 
many thrilling accounts. 
Yesterday, the twenty-first anniversary of 
the battle, witnessed the reunion of 153 mem- | 
bers of the old Forty-second. That reunion 
was held at Decatur, and was attended by 
about six hundred persons. 
The eld time worn veteran who responded 
to the first call mede for troops was there. — 
The veteran who enteredthe war near its 
clore wae there. “ait 
The wives and daughters ofthe living and 
the widows and orphans of the dead soldiers 
of the Forty-second were there. 
The officers who led the regiment from the 
opening to the close of the b oody strife were 
there. 
A federal soldier who fought the Forty- 
second was there. : 
And the old battle flag, tattered and torn, 
decayed and soiled, was there. 

WHERE IT WAS HELD. ; 
The reunion was held in the

After the roll call, Rev. Dr. W. R. Braa- 
bem offered a touching and appropriate 
prayer. 

Muyor Hillyer, who was to have addressed 
the old soldiers, was unable to be present, but 
Colonel Sam W. Small] bore Mayor Hillyer’s 
regre‘s,and reminded those present that he 
was with them in heart if not in person. 

General Gartrell followed Colonel Small in 
a neat five minutes talk, in which 
be spoke of the gallant deeds of the 
old Forty second. ‘General Gartrell referred to 
the beginning of the troubles between the 
north snd the south and said that he was at 
that time a representative in congress from 
Georgia and that he voted for secession because 
he believed it right. He would dothe same 
thing with the lights of the present before him. 
He then told of his trip 
from §§ Washington south after 
resighing his seat.in congress,and said that he 
bad made that trip with “that grand old man, 
the grandest Roman of them all, President 
Jefferson Davis.” 

His reference to Mr. Davis produced a yell 
such as has not been heard since ’65. 

COLONEL HULSEY TALKS. 

Colonel Hulsey followed General Gartrell. 
When the celonel stepped forward the old vet- 
erans with whom he Mad fought on so many 
battle fields gave him a hearty welcome. 
Colonel Hulsey’s speech was unique and en- 
tertaining. He carried the men back to ’6! 
aud with them fought the battles over again. 
He told of deeds of heroism, bravery and 
hardthip displeyed and endured by his old 


comrades, and said that he was 
never 0 happy as when with 
them. He iscussed the bravery 


of the true union soldier and landed his kind- 
ness to his confederate foe. He recited many 
kind deeds done by the men who wore blue for 
the grey and the reverse. Tho colonel began 
with the first fight in which the Forty-second 
tock part and followed the regiment to the 


surrender. ing of the  seige 
of Vicksburg the colonef _ said: 
“Friends you all remember that 


old 16th Ohio, those yankees who fought as 
hard as we did, asi who were as brave as 
we were? Well, there is one of them here to- 
dey. He ison this platform. You remember 
when we surrendered at Vicksburg that

ceme among us and asked where the 42d 


Georgia was. Do you remember 
some old soldier asked the 
yankce why he wanted to know? Do you re- 


member bis answer? It was, said he, ‘‘Be- 
cause they are brave men, hard fighters, and 
I want to see them.’’: Well, that man’s hére. 
He is not wearingthe blue now. He ia not 
here to Hght us, but here to shake hands with 
you. That gentleman 1s N.S. Hawkins.” 

Here some oneon the stand took Mr. Hawk- 
ins by the hand andled him forward. As 
he arcse he wes greeted with applause. He 
was led forward and stopped under the old 
flag. The flag touched his head. He looked 
up, and plecing his hand on it said: 

“It wes a good one once and brave men 
Ef, it where death was coming thick and 

ast.’” 

The men were just in the humor for the re- 
mark, andas Mr. Hawkins retired an old 
rebel yell went up. 

Colonel Hulsey then fought the battle of 
ar tee ye Eo ne egain. He described the 
edvance and when he came to tnat brilliant 
charge which Colonel Thomas led and which 
has mede thet gentleman a part of history,he 
turned frem the audience and pointing to 
Cojone)l Thomes, be said, 

ROW THOMAS LED THE CHARGE. 
“It wes e hsra fight, bul that gentleman, 


my friend Colorel Thomas rohved me of the 
giery. Just beforethecs:s e | laid down 
with my bridle rin on my m and went to 


sleep. JT bsd been on h.id duty and was 
tiree. Well, the order to xndvance came aad 
some one sterted to wake me up Colonel 
Thomas then said: ‘No, he’s tired, let him 
eleep.”” And this was how it came about. 
You ell remember the charge. You know 
low they fought. You know how we drove 
them from their works. You know how Gen- 
eral Sheiman, who saw the fight from that 
hill, moved a battery when 
it epfiladed the works and we went back. You 
know how we fought along the Georgia road 
with clubbed guns, bayonets and oven spades. 
One event of that day is clear in my mind 
now. We had charged a battery and driven 
every yankee away except one. He stood 
bravely by his gun. An Atianta man asked 
bim to surrender. For an answer the yankee 
raised his gun and fired at the rebel. 
Again he was asked to surrender. 
This time the yankee answered by drawing 
a certridge, biting the end off, but just as he 
started to drive it home he was killed. That 
men ought not to have died.” 

The colonel then stated thatthe Forty-second 
bad once taken some artillery from the regi- 
ment to which Mr. Hawkins belonged. ‘This 
morning,” continued the colonel, “he spoke of 
it in the presence of an old veteran. That 
veteran quietly informed Mr. Hawkins that he 
guessed the Forty-second ought 
TO PAY FOR THE GUNS, 
and — out a $50 contederate bill, handed 
it to him.” | 
Colonel Hulsey’s speech was full of touching 
aud interesting reminiscences of the regiment. 
After Colonel! Hulsey’s speech Colonel Sam 
Small read an original poem. The poem began 
with the regiment in ’61 and closed in ’65, It 
referred to Colonel Hulsey, Colonel Thomas, 
Colonel Calhoun and others, and was a gem 
within itself. Colonel Small read it in his 
peculfar style and caught the 
audience thoroughly. In fact, the poem 
was one of the features of the day. 

Captain Calboun followed Colonel Small, 
and entertained the audience with his recol- 
lections of the war. 

Then the audience seperated for dinner. 
Baskets full of everything that was good and 
tempting were scattered about. Table cloths 
were spread upon the ground and 
ood things toseed out promiscuously. 
t beat a barbecue ten to one,and was decided- 
ly more pleasant. For an hour the old vete- 
rans ate and talked,and then they reassembled 
in the tabernacle. . 
Immediately after being called to order 
the audience yelled for Mr. Hawkins. He 
come forward ing in his hand

which hed been presented to him by Miss Cox 
and Miss<Small, daughters of Captain Ed Cox 
end Colonel Smal. He wegen by saying 
that he was glad to meet the old Forty-secon 
egain, and he was ha because he met 
them in peace rather than in war. He asser- 
ted ibat the Forty-second was the 
bardest fighting regiment he ever met. 
He referred to the battery the Forty-second 
bed captured, and pulling out the $590, 
said that it belonged to the 16th Ohio, and he 
would turn it over to the quartermaster of the 
regiment. Holding up the bouquet, he said: 
‘T hese flowers, southern flowers, flowers from 
a eoil made sacred by brave men’s 
blood shall be sent to my home and kept for- 
ever. You see them decorate acoffin with 
flowers, but when I die this bouquet, feded and 
withered, is all I wanton my coffin.” 

As be retired the eudience applauded, and 
when Mr. Hawkins sat down some one pro- 
ored three cheers for him. The response was 
instant, and es the yells died away Mr. Haw- 
kine arose and said: 

“y have heard that old rebel 
yell before; that and Dixie. Why 
the first time I ever heard it wasin front of 
Vickeburg.

The Forty-second Georgia regiment has a 
more romantic history than pen can ever 
write. It went through hardships no man 
can describe. It fought with a “Son and 
courage that no army can excel. It will live 
as long as the world lasst. 

The regiment was organized in ’61, in 
Decatur, and started out with 926 
men. was surrendered at 
Vicksburg and the men were paroled, but 
immediately they reassembled at Decatur and 
reorgenizing, re-entered the service before be- 
ing exchanged. They fought in Tennessee 
end Georgia. They fought everywhere and 
always bravely. Among the battles are 
Tazewell, Chicasaw Beyou, Bakers’ Creek, 
\ icksburg, Missionary Ridge, Rocky Face, 
Reseca, New Hope, Pumpkin Vine, Ken- 
nesaw, Atlante, July 20th, 1864, At- 
lanta July 22d, 1864; Atlanta July 28th, 1864; 
Jonesboro, Nashville, Edisto river, Kingston, 
Bentonsville. The regiment has a place high 
up in the history of its country and appreciate 
the men they fought as isshown by the follow- 
ing resolution adopted yesterday:

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Mr. McGrecor, N. Y., July 23.—General Grant 
died at §:03 this morning. 
At nice o'clock last night one of General Grant's 
physicians conceded, with some caution, that the 
nt might survive until July 23d. His mean- 
g was thatthe sick man might yet be living 
when midnightshould mark the new day. This 
progncstication was borne ont and more. The 
genera! passed into the first hour of theday. He 
saw its light at sunrise, and through the early 
mornirg hours hestill survived. The advent oi 
July 23d, however, marked a@ change 
in General Grant’s condition which was signifi 
cant, The chill at the extremities was increasing 
and the use of hot applications to keep warmth in 
the extremities and vital parts were resorted to. 
They were of some ayail, but the artificial warmth 
was without power to reach the cause or stay the 
results of the dissolution which began Tuesday 
eveuing,and had been progressing steadily,though 
graduaiiy. Hypodermic injections of brandy were 
Frequently given to stimulate the flagging physical 
powers, but later this failed to effect 
the patient, whose vitality and whose physical 
forces were so far spent as to furnish no footing for 
rebound. Indeed, the efforts of the medical men 
were being made because none could stand by in 
without the trial of 
expedients that might prolong life 
an hcur or a minute. The physicians 
believed that the patient might reach the extreme 
ebb of his strength at one o’clock this morning, 
and the approach of the hour was anticipated 
with intense anxiety at the cottage. It 
passec. however, and the general, lying 
upon bis back and propped by two pillows, lay 
upon ihe cotbed in the parlor, yet lying but 
growing weaker, The inevitable closeof the gen- 
eral's long sickness seemed more and more immi- 


, ment. The feeble pulsebeats had worn themselves

by their rapidity toa fluttering throb Mat could 
not be cauged beneath the finger of the physician. 
The becy was being worn out by its own life cur- 
rent, so rapid was its courring through the veins, 
Repeatedly brandy was entered beneath the skin 
of the, cneral’s arm, but despite its warming in- 
fluence his respiration had quickened from 44 toa 
minute during the evening to a point of labored 
breatbi:g that was painful to the friends who 
were grouped and bent near the sick man. 
LYIDENCE OF APPROACHING DEATH. 

Two o'clock had been passed and the evidences 
of neariog ¢eath were multiplying. The increas- 
ing respirationg were not alone more rapid, but 
moreshailow. The lungs and the heart were 
givirg sway. So weak had General Grant growa 
at3 o’clock that though he frequently attempted 
to dose. he was unable any longer to clear the 
gathering mucus from his throat. Itaccumulated 


_ and remained, As 4 o'clock drew on and daylight 


Came, «a poimt bad been reached when expectora- 
tion was impossible. There was not left enouga 
of streveth, and from 4o’clock on there was in 
the throat the significant rattle of mucus 
that was filling the lungs and clogging 
the throat. At 3 o’clock the general asked 
for water, aud aiter that it is not remembered that 
he uttered any word. At4o’clock the breathing 
Was quickened and reached fifty to the minute. 
An hour later the respiration had reached sixty, 
and between 5 and 6 o’clock the finger nails had 
become biue and the hands further evidenced the 
Progress of numbness of the extremities, and at

THE HOUR AT HAND
